‘There never was-a period when the minifters of France ex- 
erted their talent of intrigue more than for fome' months pail. 
Holland-is not the only power that has been duped by the 
French pending the late negociation ; England has fome how 
or another, mott trnaccountably, come in for her’ hare ; for it is 
nw known that. while the cabinet of Paris have been amuifing 
oar Government with a thew of commercial regulation, the 
French have beea negociating, and have at length concluded 
- fach a treaty with Rafha’as mult be highly detrimental to the 

itical, a8 well.as Cor-mercial intere‘ts of this country. 

The treaty of commerce between France and Ruflia has oc- 
éafianed much difcontent among the proprietors of many 
branches. of .manufactare, but partieularly among thofe of 
broad-cloths.. A finer fort.of thefe has been always in great 
demand with the Ruffian gentry and nobleffe: of the coarfer 
kind little hasbeen fold, as a quantity nearly fufficient for the 
confumption, aod adapted to the wear of the peafantry, has 
been for fome time manufactured among themfelves.- OF the 
French broad-cloths made at Amiens, and other parts of that 
kingdom, we have at prefent little advantage, except in point 
of cheapnefs ; but as this difference is to be removed by a du- 
ty, which by the prefent treaty we.are to encounter, it is ap- 
prehended that this trade muft fuffer a material decreafe, if not 
a total annihilation. ‘
